The "strange bed-fellows", made by

•but the work of the ward leaders and 
their lieutenants and the high feeling 
that ran at the polls, reminded one of 
the politics done in the olden times. 


HEAVY VOTE. 


In' many of the precincts through- 


out the city more than a fourth of the 
voters registered had cast their bal- 
lots before 9 o'clock. In fact, the elec- 
tion officers found it difficult to ac- 
commodate those eager to vote from 
the time the polls opened until after 
10 o'clock, when there came the usual 
midday lull in the balloting:. Again., at 
the noori hour the voting became vig- 
orous and it continued steady through- 
out the afternoon. 


"While both sides claim the victory, 


the supporters of George E. Randolph 
for the Mayoralty are the more con- 
fident, but it is not conceded by those 
who wa-tched the voting in the various 
wards that he has elected his dele- 
gates in the wards where there are 
contests. 
Mott and Randolph both 


claim the Fourth and Sixth wards. 
The con-test is very close. These wards 
will decide the battle. 


In the First and Second wards there 


•were no contests. 


QUARRELS AT POLLS. 


During the clay there were several 


quarrels at the polls and in some in- 


. stances blows 
were exchanged, but 


considering the bitter feeling and the 
conflict of Interests of those who for- 
merly worked together, the day was a 
comparatively peaceful one.

Furthermore, it is not monogamy 


'that is causing race suicide, but incontinence and luxury, coupled 
fwith the laxity of divorce laws and the failure of many of the church 
.organizations to take a decided stand in defense of the sanctity of 
•marriage contracts. 


Divorce is a common institution among polygamous nations. In 


kUtah the Mormon church sanctions the crudity of voluntary separation. 
'All a husband has to do to get rid of a polygamous wife is to give her,a 


• ''bill" certifying to the fact that he has divorced her. She is then at 
'liberty to marry someone else. Years ago this form of divorce was 
'quite commonly practiced in Utah, and polygamous wives were:not 
infrequently transferred from one man to another by an agreement 
mutually satisfactory all around. It is needless to say that this system 
.growing out of polygamy is infinitely worse than the divorce evil 
^sanctioned by lax laws and encouraged by complaisant courts. 


The Logan man who defended polygamy is a son of that Apostle 


Heber C. Kimball, who was reputed to have had more wives than 
Brigham Young himself. It is not particularly strange that a man 
born in a harem and probably the fruit of a, polygamous- marriage 
•should be found defending the twin relic of barbarism/but his argu- 
ment that polygamy is a preventative of race suicide is all nonsense.

TAXPAYERS DISCUSS WATER QUESTION. 


SAYS IT 
WILL INFLICT 


INJURY TO THE CITY. 


Thomas floran Believes the Bay 


Cities Bond Proposition Should 


Be Voted Down. 


* Thomas Moran, an old and highly 
respected citizen of large means, gives 
•the following reasons for opposing the 
proposed water bonds. 


Editor Tribune:—Give me space In 


your columns to express my views in 
regard to the proposed bond issue. 


At present only consumers are re- 


quired to pay for water. 
If we bond 


the City to install a competitive plant, 
every owner of improved 
or 
unln- 


proved property must pay the special 
tax for Interest and redemption and 
in addition pay for the use of water 
he uses if he he a consumer. 


The owner of property in the outside 


districts of the city, with a few acres 
and with no Improvements and no in- 
come from the property will pay his 
bond tax, and the man who owns a 
windmill will be taxed to pay for the 
water somebody else uses. 


If the bonds carry, it will be three 


years before we get water into this 
city. The bonds will be already sold 
and the fax raised to meet the Interest 
and redemption payments, while con- 
sumers will be still paying the present 
rates for water. 


Grant that the city water is already 


In. A consumer pays, say, at the rate 
of 52.50 per month. Mr. Dingee could 
'drop the same to one dollar, a differ- 
ence of $18.00 per year. 


At these figures would the City be 


able to sell enough water to pay in- 
terest on the bonds? 
If not, who 


would pay the deficit? 


The taxpayers, of course. 


-•(When the Council sent out cards 
for voters to sign in behalf of the 
Bay Cities' scheme, I signed the card, 
"but upon looking closer into the mat- 
ter, I have changed my mind entirely 
and advise every voter to examine 
this proposition very carefully before 
he 
votes for It, for I believe it will 


inflict a great injury on the city. 


One thing that -should not be over^ 


looked is the fact that every person 
who desires to take city water must 
connect with the 
city's mains at his 


own expense. This means an immedi- 
ate outlay at the expense of the prop- 
rty owners if they desire to take city 
water. As the Contra Costa Company 
will make rates as low or lower than 
those charged by the city, with the 
connections already made, it is quite 
evident that the ma'jortty of consum- 
ers will continue to'use Contra Costa" 
water because they can get it cheaper 
and save themselves the expense of 
connecting with the city's mains. 


This, in turn will diminish the rev- 


enue of the city's plant arid increase 
the general rate of taxation. 


I realize that the-present water rates 


are high, as we are paying more for 
water than we do for flour, yet where 
will we be benefited Jjy voting for this 
Bay Cities' proposition which 
will 


heavily Increase out taxes on all classes 
of property? 


If the bonds carry, we -will have to 


pay the present high water rates for 
the next three years as three years is 
the shortest time alloted for the com- 
pletion of the Bay Cities' plant, and 
the high taxes in addition. 


You will find the water to be as, 


slow getting Into our water mains as 
the water suit appeal is In getting into 
the Supreme Court, while the taxpay- 
ers are paying $200 a month to a law- 
yer to say to the case, "don't run away 
from me, but stay 
and 
be 
good 


friends." 


The proposed bond Issue, if we may 


judge from the general expression of 
opinion by taxpayers, will be defeated, 
and should be defeated. Therefore, a 
great expense will be saved the City 
If the Council would decline to order a 
bond election.

OBJECTS TO THE 


BAY CITIES PLAN 


Editor TRIBUNE—Dear Sin 
As this 


water question seems to be a free-for-all 
discussion, I would like to add my mite 
by way of support to those who are 
opposing the bonding scheme, as it is 
at present proposed. 


I am Impressed with the fact that a 


scheme of some sort will have to be 
adopted whereby the city that 'now is 
and the .city that will be in the near 
future dan be adequately supplied with 
a good quality of water at a fair rato, 
but I am also impressed with a feeling 
that the plan now under discussion will 
not do it. 


Suppose, for instance, that the bonds 


carry at the election; it would be at 
least two or three years before the plant 
could be completed and the city in a- 
position to deliver water. In the mean- 
time the other two water companies who 
claim the same source of supply, will not 
be iflie an'd if they can mako good their 
claim, there will be no water to deliver; 
and truth there \vill be none while these 
claims remain unsettled which may be 
twenty years. Meanwhile we will be 
paying interest on toe bonds issued to 
pay for construction. 


Again granting that we get the wator. 


The Contra Costa Company is not golns 
out of business; they are able to deliver 
between 12,000,000 and 14,000,000 gallons 
of water per day and the result will be a 
lively competition with the result that 
while our water bills wilt be lower, the 
expense of operating the city's plant will 
be greater than tho income from it and 
the difference will have to be made up by 
extra taxation. 
Our present rate will 


probably be doubled, the growth of the 
oity stopped, and all business more or 
less paralyzed. 


Some of our citizens appear to welcome 


the Idea of competition, but surely I 
think they must be of that class -who dy 
not own any realty here and therefore 
-have nothing to lose and all to sain by 
a rate war. 


To a realty owner the possibility of 


having his. taxes doubled would be. a 
Milous matter. 


-I think this entire proposition in its 


present shape is 
unbusinesslike and 


wrong. 
"What we should do is to take 


steps to have the plant of the Contra 
Costa Company properly appraised; then 
issue bonds to buy it and then If supply 
and quality are not satisfactory, we wll 
be In a position to make needed changes 
and additions without adding materially 
to our burden by the very fact that there 
would be a surplus after providing for 
running expenses, interest and sinking 
fund. 


It has been said that the Contra Costa 


plant is worn out, but I submit that a 
system of pipes that is capable of de- 
livering 12,000,000 gallons of water a day 
is not worn out. As a matter of fact 
seventy-five per cent of the pipes being 
of cast Iron are in a good state of preser- 
vation and will wear for at least twenty 
years to coma. It seems to me that it is 
a good buy at this time, and that it will 
never be worth any less.

upon which the citizens of Oakland are 
asked to vote a very large amount—a 
sum 
sufficient 
to secure first-class 


water works, first class material, the 
very best for its special part In or 
about the entire system, i£ not so in- 
tended it should be so. My under- 


I standing Is that it is proposed to use 
'a large quantity of wooden pipe as the 
conveying pipe for the water to this 
city. Here Is where my doubts of se- 
curing a first class system of works 
arise. How is it possible to build a 
first class system of water works us- 
ing second or third class material, in 
any particular part. Is not cast iron 
pips, wrought riveted, preferable 
to 


wood. My experience in using wooden 
pipe 
in water systems was proved 
very unsatisfactory, not because 
it 


would not stand the pressure or de- 
cay but from the fine fibre of the 
wood which with the current of the 
water becomes detached from the in- 
ner surface of the pipe and distributes 
itself 
throughout the entire system 


which, when seen through a glass by 
the 
general eye resembles a living 


specie which at once becomes objec- 
tionable and demands a remedy in the 
substitutions of suitable pipe. (Coating 
the pipe barely meets the objection.) 
I have constructed systems of water 


works in eighteen cities of which San- 
ta Rosa, California, was the latest. I 
have long since come to the absolute 
conclusion that water systems in mu- 
nicipal 
corporations 
must In every 


feature be first class and toe the mark 
absolutely or never be at all. In this 
matter -I have looked into the future 
but a short distance. There are other 
questions to follow both Chemical and 
mechanical.

WILDEST OF PROPOSITIONS 


SAYS W. P. CURTIS. 


Well Known Builder Declares the 


Bay Cities Scheme Will Drive 


Investment From Oakland. 


W. F. Curtis, a retired archi- 


tect and. builder, who has been a 
resident and taxpayer of Oakland 
for the last thirty-five years gives 
his reasons for opposing the Bay 
Cities' bond proposition in the 
following communication: 


Editor TRIBUNE:—I am/de- 


cidedly opposed to the proposition 
to bond the city to acquire the Bay 
Cities' plant, so decidedly, indeed, 
that I strongly object to spending 
money for holding a bond elec- 
tion. 


It will make taxes nearly four 


per cent, which will be such a bur- 
den to property owners that they 
cannot get anything like a rea- 
sonable return oti their investment. 


It will be utterly impossible to 


make the plant self-supporting 
against the competition of.a com- 
pany already in the field., I don't 
own a share of Contra Costa stock, 
and have no reason to love that 
corporation, but I can't see how 
the city can gain'any benefit by 
bonding itself for millions to en- 
gage in an exhausting war of 
water rates. 


In my opinion it is the wildest 


proposition ever put before the 
citizens of Oakland. On general 
principles I believe in the munici- 
pal ownership of water, if the way 


is clear, but the method of acquir- 
ing it must be governed by cir- 
cumstances. 
Every proposition 


submitted must be viewed from a 
business standpoint and of expe- 
diency. 
.

This proposition, if adopted, will 


drive investors away from th& 
city, and depreciate the value of 
real estate. It will raise taxes and 
interest rates nearly one per cent. 


I do not believe the Bay Cities 


Company has anything to sell the 
city of Oakland. The company's 
right to its water is already involv- 
ed in litigation with the farmers 
of Santa Clara County, and it is 
threatened with another lawsuit by 
the Spring Valley Water' Com- 
pany. The city has already 'spent 
a good deal of money in litigation 
in regard to .water rates and I fail 
to see where the city has gained 
the slightest benefit from it. 


It is my belief that city officers 


should not be actuated by personal 
feeling in a matter of such grave 
importance as incumbering the 
city for two generations to come 
with a huge bonded debt. The city 
should not be involved in disaster 
in an effort to punish the water 
company.

Editor TRIBUNE:—I think the citizens 


of Oakland will make a very grave mis- 
take if they do not vote bonds to buy the 
Bay Cities Water plant. 
This cry of 


.extra taxation which many so-called 
smart conservative business men raise, 
cannot bs founded on a true business 
calculation, neither can the fear of gotns 
into oburt be a real cause of opposition 
to the Bay Cities offer as they must 
surely know from past experience that 
the managers of the present water plant 
will never allow the cits' of Oakland 
freedom from court proceedings unless 
the Council of this city will fix the water 
rate at the valuation placed upon the 
present plant by said managers! and we 
who pay water rates know full well what 
that will mean. 
• 


As for competition It does not take a 


smart 
business man long to flgure 


out who will be the looser; if he will take 
the figures as giving by the managers of 
the Contra Costa water plant (and many 
think the figures are by many thousand 
dollars below the true revenue) ' namely 
$574,000 from the buyers of water in this 
city. 
The total revenue derived from 


taxes in the city of Oakland Is $650,000 
or thereby or $76,000 more than the total 
revenue received by the water company 
from sale of water in the city of Oakland. 


Any one of an inquiring mind will 


find that the sum paid, for water by the 
average tax payer is one-half more than 
he pays for city taxes—t^at is to say if 
his taxes are $16.00 his water bill wlll'be 
$24.00 per year. Now with a competing 
plant in tho field water would be sold at 
one-half tha present prioe. 


. We will suppose the. city is not 
able to sell water to the citizens of Oak- 
land by reason of the managers of the 
present plant cutting rates so low that 
the officials of, the city would think it 
foolish to sell' for. The city would of 
course supply water for public purposes 
which would bring in enough revenue to 
pay for the management of the plant. 
The city would have to raise the money 
by taxation to pay off the sinking fund 
interest on bonds or a sum of $400,000, or 
about two-thirds of the present taxation, 
\ which would amount to something like 
66 oents. on each $100 of the .present 
valuation (and not four per .cent as has 
been • stated 'in these columns.)

Editor. TRIBUNE—Is the Bay Cities 


water or even the Contra Costa the 
best water supply obtainable for Oak- 
land and the adjacent cities? 


No sound business' man would se- 


lect either of those properties when 
there are other superior projects in 
sight. The "Water Committee at their 
hearings have refused to consider ev- 
ery water supply offered, unless- the 
promoters would guarantee their re- 
spective systems to be most suitable. 
Everything has hinged on the word 
"guarantee." Several meritorious wat- 
er 
systems from the Sierra Nevada 


Mountains were refused to be consid- 
ered on that ground alone. 


Among the 
turned-down projects 


was the American River, having its in- 
take at Auburn, Placer county. This 
project was offered to furnish 
Oak- 


land" and San Francisco with 
pure 


water without pumping or filtering; 
'gravitation being sufficient; also e.lec- 
trlcity from the same source. Its plan 
is to convey in two independent steel 
water pipes each four feet in diame- 
ter, 60,000,000 gallons daily, with 10,000 
electric horse power to San Francisco 
via Oakland. 
The cost of the whole work, without 


the service pipes in the streets of eith- 
er city, including the perpetual right 
to have and use a catchment basin con- 
taining more than 1,000 square miles, 
In the maximum rainfall of the State, 
where 
the .average rainfall is sixty 
inches; together with 1,000 acres in fee 
on the banks of the river, carrying the 
key of the situation; having machine- 
ry, roads and buildings thereon, is only 
$4,000,000 for the water requirements, 
and 
$500,000 for the electric wires, 


poles and fixings. The promoter's price 
for all his holdings is only $100,000. 
This is the plant that Charles W. 
Reed 
investigated, when he was a 
Supervisor and chairman of the San 
Francisco Board of Public Utilities, 
and said to me, "You have a perfect 
scheme for furnishing San Francisco 
with water." 


.From this source Oakland may have 
an annual income of a million dollars 
from the sale of electricity. 
Let the 
voters of Oakland, before they vote 
for bonds, compare the American River 
with the paltry Coyote Creek having a 
snake swamp naturally so foul as to 
require ~ constant filtering and an out- 
lay of $45,000 to clean the reservoir 
site; has no possible electric power; no 
returning income. 
Only one conduit, 
and that a wooden one. Annual rain- 
fall 22 1-2 inches. Water shed «5 miles. 
Area of reservoir and height of dirt 
dams not ascertained. 


Will the taxpayers of Oakland allow 
themselves to be-, .fleeced oat of the 
millions which the Bay Counties Com- 
pany require; a clean gain to the com- 
pany, -which will still retain tie great 
body of the Branch, the whole of which 
is now, and always has been fit only 
for a cow pasture .
